3. Claims 1-4, and 56-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticpated by 
Togawa et al. Togawa et al discloses a system for processing a substrate comprising all of the 
subject matter set forth in Applicant's claims above. Note polisher with at least one polishing 
head(75), platen(73), load cup(l 1), first motion device(65), and second motion device(63) 
coupled to the load cup(l 1) to move the load cup along two mutually perpendicular axes. 

4. Claims 5-20, and 58-65 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5 . Claims 2 1 -40 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, and 56-57 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. In view of the new grounds of rejection not necessitated by Applicant's response, this 
action is not made final.
